IN  presenting  the  announcement  of    the  Fifteenth  Annual  Session 
of  the  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry,  which  will  begin  on  the 
ioth  day  of  October  next,  the  faculty  feel  a  commendable  degree 
of  pride  in  the  past  history  of  this  institution,  and   of  satisfaction 
with  its  brilliant  prospects  for  the  future. 

Organized  in  1887  as  a  branch  of  The  Central  University  of 
Kentucky,  one  of  the  oldest  and  best  literary  institutions  in  the  State, 
and  associated  with  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  the  Louisville 
College  of  Dentistry  has  maintained  a  steady  growth,  both  in  the 
number  of  students  attending  its  sessions  and  in  its  equipment  and 
methods  of  teaching,  and  its  Alumni  are  now  distributed  all  over  this 
broad  land  and  in  many  foreign  countries.  Many  of  her  graduates 
have  attained  prominence  in  their  profession  and  reflect  credit 
upon  their  Alma  Mater. 

An  Independent  In  spite  of  the  almost  annual  additions  to  the  college 
Dental  College,  building,  necessitated  by  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  both  the  medical  and  dental 
departments,  and  every  foot  of  available  ground  having  been  covered 
by  these  several  additions,  the  structure  was  finally  found  to  be 
inadequate  to  accommodate  the  two  schools  any  longer. 

A  separation  of  the  two  departments  became  imperative. 

The  faculty  of  the  dental  department,  recognizing  the  advantage 
it  would  be  to  the  school,  had  long  cherished  the  hope  of  becoming 
an  independent  dental  college,  and,  adhering  steadily  to  that  purpose, 
arrangements  were  finally  effected  whereby  the  Louisville  College  of 
Dentistry  was  given  over  to  the  dental  faculty  to  be  conducted  by 
them  alone. 

The  association  with  The  Central  University  of  Kentucky  at 
Richmond,  as  a  branch  of  that  institution,  is  continued  as  heretofore, 
but  there  is  no  voice  in  the  management  of  the  dental  college  save 
that  of  the  dental  faculty  only.  Central  University  only  demands 
that  the  highest  possible  standard  in  all  things  be  fixed  and  main- 
tained. 
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A  New  Building  It  now  became  necessary  to  provide  a  new  home 
a  Necessity.  for    the   Louisville  College  of  Dentistry,    and  the 

faculty  were  fortunate  in  securing  a  very  desirable 
site  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Brook  Street  and  Broadway,  and  upon 
this  property  is  now  being  erected  a  handsome  and  complete  dental 
college  building,  modern  in  arrangement  and  equipment,  which  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  session  in 
October.  A  detailed  description  of  the  building  will  be  found  else- 
where in  this  catalogue,  which,  with  the  illustrations,  should  impart 
a  very  good  idea  of  the  new  structure. 

A  Large  Clinic.    The   new  building   is  passed   on    both    streets    by 
electric    car    lines,    which,    with    their  systems  of 
transfers,  reach  to  every  part  of  the  city,  and  thus  make  the  daily 
clinic  available  to  all  those  desirous  of  dental  service. 

Louisville  has  over  225,000  inhabitants,  and  with  the  neighbor, 
ing  cities  across  the  Ohio  River,  together  with  the  numerous  char- 
itable institutions  and  large  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city,  there 
is  no  lack  of  material  for  clinics.  This  college  has  been  famed  for 
years  for  the  excellence  of  the  clinic,  and  under  the  new  and  im- 
proved conditions  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  clinical  material 
will  be  immensely  increased. 

Medical  Clinic  The  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry  and  the  Hos- 
and  Gray  Street  pital  College  of  Medicine,  though  no  longer  asso- 
Infirmary.  ciated  together,  will  continue  to  exchange  courtesies 

whenever  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  students  in 
either  department  to  do  so.  The  dental  student  will  be  admitted 
to  the  surgical  clinics  at  the  Gray  Street  Infirmary,  which  by 
arrangement  is  made  a  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Louisville 
College  of  Dentistry,  City  Hospital,  and  such  other  clinics  as  he 
may  desire  to  attend  or  consider  would  be  instructive  for  him  to 
witness,  thus  giving  exceptional  opportunities  for  oral  surgical  work. 

He  may  also  attend  such  lectures  at  the  Hospital  College  of 
Medicine  as  he  may  desire  to  hear,  and  should  he  conclude  to  take 
the  degree  of  M.  D.  after  his  dental  course  is  completed,  he  will  be 
the  better  prepared  for  the  requirements  of  that  department.  Many 
dental  students  have  pursued  this  course  and  obtained  both  degrees. 

Louisville  is  one  of  the  largest  centers  of  medical  education  in 
the  country,  having  six  medical  colleges  and  one  dental  college  within 
its  limits. 
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Location  and  Louisville  is  pleasantly  located  on  the  south  bank 
Climate.  of  the  Ohio  River.     The  climate  is  temperate,  and 

the  winters  are  mild  and  open.  The  city  is  famous 
for  its  beautiful  residences  and  drives.  Smooth  paved  boulevards 
lead  to  the  three  large  parks  surrounding  the  city,  which  afford  a 
delightful  bicycle  run  or  drive.  The  parks  are  all  reached,  also,  by 
electric  cars. 

National  Asso-  The  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry  has  been  a 
ciati on  of  Dental  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties.  Faculties  ever  since  its  organization,  and  through 

its  representatives  always  takes  an  active  part  in 
the  deliberations  of  that  body.  This  college  is  recognized  by  the 
National  Association  of  Dental  Examiners. 

The  Course  of  The  course  of  instruction  is  based  upon  a  full 
Instruction.  recognition    of    the   fact    that    the    profession    of 

dentistry  is  a  healing  art,  and  hence  the  student 
is  given  every  opportunity  to  extend  his  knowledge  in  the  field  of 
medicine.  But  naturally  those  subjects  pertaining  more  strictly  to 
the  practice  of  dentistry  receive  the  most  earnest  and  thorough 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  instructors.  It  is  a  deserved  tribute 
to  the  thoroughness  of  the  teaching  of  the  principles  and  practice 
of  dental  surgery  that  the  graduates  from  this  institution  have  no 
difficulty  in  passing  the  examining  boards  of  those  States  where  no 
dental  degree  is  recognized,  and  many  of  the  junior  students  have 
passed  some  of  the  most  exacting  boards  successfully. 

While  the  didactic  instruction  is  all  that  can  be  desired,  the 
technique  in  both  the  laboratory  and  infirmary  brings  into  practice 
the  theory  received  in  the  amphitheater,  and  no  established  prac- 
titioner will  find  in  his  daily  practice  any  character  of  operation  in 
the  oral  cavity  that  is  not  presented  to  the  student  in  this  college. 

The  Faculty.  The  faculty  is  composed  of  men  experienced  in 
their  profession,  all  of  whom  have  been  engaged 
in  active  teaching  for  many  years ;  the  demonstrators  in  both  the 
laboratory  and  infirmary  are  competent  and  experienced.  Members 
of  the  faculty  spend  several  hours  of  each  week  in  the  infirmary 
and  laboratories  giving  practical  instruction,  and  it  can  safely  be 
said  that  the  graduate  of  this  school  has  had  all  the  advantages  of 
instruction  in  the  technics  of  the  profession  that  can  possibly  be 
obtained. 
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The  Degree.  The  object  of  this  school  is  to  elevate  the    den- 

tal profession  through  its  students  to  that  high 
standard  that  it  must  ultimately  attain.  The  future  possibility  of 
dental  surgery  can  not  be  estimated,  and  that  the  dental  student 
may  be  able  to  meet  all  requirements  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  his  education  be  broad  and  comprehensive,  and  when  this 
college  has  granted  a  degree  to  one  of  its  students  it  is  an  assured 
fact  that  he  has  absolutely  earned  it. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  degree  from  the  Louisville  College  of  Den- 
tistry, it  is  necessary  that  three  full  courses  of  graded  instruction  be 
taken,  the  last  of  which  must  be  in  this  college.  No  two  courses 
can  be  taken  during  the  same  year. 

It  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  faculty  to  have  every  student  who 
receives  a  diploma  of  the  college  thoroughly  equipped  with  that 
knowledge,  both  theoretical  and  practical,  that  will  enable  him  to 
practice  his  profession  in  an  eminently  qualified  manner,  and  to  this 
end  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  place  before  the  student  every  thing 
that  will  aid  him  in  his  present  and  future  advancement. 

Change  in  Time    The    Louisville    College    of    Dentistry  has  always 
of  Opening.  in  the  past  opened  its  sessions  on  the   second  day 

of  January,  to  conform  with  the  date  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  until  last  session,  which 
opened  December  first,  owing  to  increase  in  the  length  of  the  term  to 
seven  months. 

The  dental  college  now  being  independent,  it  was  deemed  best 
to  change  the  date  of  opening  so  as  to  conform  with  that  of  the  other 
colleges  in  the  Dental  Faculties  Association.  Students  will  please 
note  that  the  next  session  of  this  college  will  begin  on  October  tenth, 
and,  continuing  seven  months,  will  close  May  9,  1901.  And 
note,  also,  that  students  must  be  present  and  matriculate  not  later 
than  ten  days  after  the  opening  of  the  session, 

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

Much  study  has  been  given  to  the  needs  of  the  College,  and  a 
personal  examination  was  made  of  the  principal  Dental  Colleges  in 
the  country  before  the  plans  for  the  new  building  of  the  Louisville 
College  of  Dentistry  Vere  prepared,  and  the  faculty  feel  sure  that 
they  can  now  offer  a  superior  building  and  equipment,  and  thus  su- 
perior opportunities,  to  those  about  to  take  up  the  study  of  dentistry. 

The  architect  has  modeled  one  that  is  modern  in  every  detail, 
which  will  be  four  stories,  including  basement. 
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Entirely  to  The  basement  will  be  of  gray  limestone  ;    second 

Dental  Instruc-     story    of  Bedford    dressed  stone  ;    and    third  and 
tion.  fourth  stories  of  light  color  pitched  pressed  brick 

with  stone  trimmings.  This  large  and  handsome 
building  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  dental  instruction.  There  is  a 
central  entrance  on  Broadway  leading  into  a  large  vestibule  en- 
closed on  both  sides  by  plate  glass,  which  shows  direct  into  the 
infirmary,  giving  a  view  of  the  full  length  of  this  magnificent  room. 
From  the  left  side  of  this  hall  you  enter  the  main  hall,  where  one 
stairway  seven  feet  wide  leads  to  the  second  floor,  and  another  leads 
to  the  basement. 

Basement  The  basement  floor  we  find  very  attractively  and 

Floor.  conveniently  arranged.      It  stands  ten  feet  in  the 

clear  and  contains  the  Prosthetic  Technic  labora- 
tory, with  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  first  course  men.  It 
contains  every  facility  for  this  department  with  lathe,  forge,  and 
plaster  rooms  adjoining,  with  the  most  modern  equipments. 

X-Ray  Room.       The  dark-room  for  X-ray  examinations  and  photog- 
raphy and  fluoroscopic  work  forms  a  very  impor- 
tant addition  to  this  subject,  which  now  receives  so  much  attention. 

Locker  Accom-     The  large  locker  room  with  ample  accommodation 
modation.  for  all  students  is  located  just  at  the  right  of  the 

foot  of  the  steps.  This  locker  question,  which  has 
given  many  institutions  considerable  concern  for  want  of  room  and 
otherwise,  has  been  most  fortunately  arranged.  Just  next  to  the 
locker  room  we  find  the  large  lounging-room  and  gymnasium  for 
students,  where  they  can  enjoy  themselves  without  molestation.  The 
bicycle,  storage,  engine,  and  wash  rooms,  sanitary  closets,  etc.,  are 
grouped  in  behind.    . 

Dental  The  Infirmary,  or  first  floor,  which  is  six  feet  from 

Infirmary.  ground  level  and  on  level  with  front  entrance,  has 

a  sixteen-foot  ceiling.  The  main  Infirmary  has 
accommodations  for  over  one  hundred  dental  chairs  and  presents 
the  appearance  of  a  magnificent  ball  room.  It  is  fitted  up  with 
every  modern  convenience  and  attracts  the  attention  and  admira- 
tion of  every  one.  It  certainly  fills  the  needs  of  the  department  of 
Operative  Dentistry  in  a  superior  manner.  This  floor  is  practically 
all  glass,  thus  giving  an  abundance  of  light  and  air.  Nicely  located 
on  this  floor  are  the  Dean's    receiving  and  private    rooms,  patients' 
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waiting  and  wash  rooms,  clerks',  examination,  extracting,  gas,  and 
small  class  clinic  rooms.  The  senior  laboratory  for  advanced  work 
of  all  kinds  contains  many  attractive  features,  and  is  most  thoroughly 
equipped.  The  impression,  crown,  and  plate  rooms  adjoin  each 
other,  being  separated  only  by  small  partitions,  thus  conveniently 
arranging  the  prosthetic  work  together. 

Library  and  In    the   second    story  the    library,   reading   room, 

Museum.  and  museum  is  given  the  most  prominent  position, 

and  it  has  been  the  endeavor  to  make  it  the  most 
attractive  room.  The  value  to  an  institution  of  learning  of  a  well- 
stocked  library  and  museum  can  hardly  be  estimated.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  faculty  to  make  constant  additions  to  the  collection 
in  the  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry,  and  to  bring  it  as  rapidly  as 
possible  to  a  high  state  of  completeness. 

There  are  two  ways  of  acquiring  valuable  additions  to  collections 
of  this  kind  —  one  is  by  purchase  and  the  other  by  donation.  Many 
of  the  finest  collections  in  the  world  are  the  result  of  liberal  dona- 
tions by  individuals. 

The  faculty  of  the  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry  earnestly  re- 
quest members  of  the  Alumni,  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  Dental  education,  to  contribute  any  specimens  of  ab- 
normalities, or  interesting  or  curious  examples  of  dental  art,  or  pub- 
lications of  any  sort  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  dentistry  which 
may  be  in  their  possession.  All  such  donations  will  be  gratefully 
acknowledged  and  marked  with  the  name  of  the  donor,  and  given  a 
prominent  place  in  the  collection.  Any  one  having  any  thing  of  value 
for  this  purpose  which  he  feels  he  is  unable  to  donate,  but  which  is 
for  sale,  or  knowing  where  desirable  specimens  can  be  obtained,  will 
confer  a  favor  upon  this  institution  by  communicating  with  the  Dean. 

A  librarian  will  be  constantly  in  charge,  and  access  to  all  text 
and  reference  books  can  be  had  at  any  time. 

Clinical  Next,  we  enter  the  clinical  amphitheater,  an  excep- 

Amphitheater.  tionally  well-arranged  room.  The  floor  is  pitched 
to  fall  nine  feet  from  the  upper  to  the  lower  level. 
The  bull  pit  has  access  to  the  sterilizing  room  on  the  one  side  and 
the  dressing  room  on  the  other.  Many  interesting  clinics  are  held 
during  the  term. 

Class  Room.  The  faculty  room  adjoins  the  dressing  room.      Ad- 

joining this  we  have  a  small  class  room  for  the  pur- 
pose of  demonstrating  to  sections  of  the  class,  thus  making  the  in- 
struction more  thorough.

General  The  general  lecture  room  will  have  the  floor  pitched 

Lecture  Room,  the  same  as  is  usual  in  theaters  and  churches,  a 
total  rise  of  about  twenty-two  inches,  with  bowled 
floor  and  modern  opera  chairs.  It  has  a  high  ceiling  with  fine 
light  and  ventilation,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  four  hundred  and 
fifty.  An  elevated  platform  and  stand  is  arranged  for  the  speaker  ; 
thus  the  lecturer  is  placed  on  a  level  with  the  students  near  the  rear, 
giving  all  equal  advantage.  This  forms  an  unusually  fine  didactic 
lecture  room.  Another  attractive  feature  is  the  arrangement  for  illus- 
tration and  demonstration  by  the  use  of  the  lantern.  From  the 
faculty  room  we  have  a  small  stairway  leading  to  a  platform  about 
six  feet  high.  From  this  platform  a  small  obscured  glass  shutter  will 
give  a  view  of  every  seat  in  the  hall,  and  the  college  clerk  after  the 
lecture  has  commenced  can  mark  off  on  the  plat  the  absentees.  A 
similar  outlook  is  provided  for  the  clinical  amphitheater  from  the 
dressing  room. 

Operative  The  operative   technic    room  occupies  the  front  of 

Technlc  Room,  the  third  floor.  It  has  light  from  three  sides  and 
a  skylight  above.  This  room  has  a  bowled  floor 
with  a  rise  of  twenty-one  inches,  and  is  nicely  arranged  to  be  used 
as  an  additional  recitation  room  for  class  quizzes,  etc. ,  as  well  as  for 
technic  instruction.  It  is  indeed  a  beautiful  room  for  the  purpose 
intended.  The  junior  laboratory  is  next  reached.  It  is  used  for 
the  orthodontia  technic  instruction,  porcelain  work,  and  the  more 
advanced  prosthetic  technic  instruction. 

Physical  The  provision   for   a    physical    laboratory  in    this 

Laboratory.  modern  building  is  one  which  the  faculty  feel  proud 

of  and  feel  that  they  have  taken  the  lead  in  prepar- 
ing for  this  subject,  which  is  becoming  more  and  more  important  in 
dental  educational  work.  The  demonstrations  of  the  principles  of 
electricity,  magnetism,  light,  heat,  gravitation,  and  other  physical 
laws  are  all  provided  for. 

Chemical  Chemistry,  though  a  branch  of  general  physics,  is 

Laboratory.  treated  separately,  and  has  provided  for  it  a  special 

laboratory,  the  ceiling  of  which  is  arranged  some- 
what cone-shaped  with  a  large  skylight  in  the  center  and  an  exhaust 
fan,  which  assists  in  carrying  off  the  fumes.  This  room  has  re- 
ceived special  attention. 
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Histology,  ■  These  three  subjects  are  taken  up  separately,  one 
Bacteriology,  being  disposed  of  each  year.  Consequently,  one 
Pathology.  class  room  has  been  equipped  for  the  three  sub- 

jects, the  professor  of  each  subject,  however, 
having  a  separate  room  where  preparation  and  experimental  work 
is  done.  Considerable  money  has  been  spent  in  this  portion  of  the 
building,  and  every  facility  for  thorough  work  is  afforded. 

ANATOMY. 

This  important  subject  will  be  thoroughly  taught  by  lectures, 
quizzes,  reviews,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial 
study  in  anatomy  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be 
taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  and  personal  individual 
examination  and  study  of  each  bone.  The  study  of  bones  and  of 
the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical 
laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrators  of  anat- 
omy, they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole 
human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years.  Examinations  and 
reviews  are  conducted  daily  in  the  anatomical  laboratory  during  the 
dissecting  term.  Particular  attention  will  be  given  every  part  of 
the  anatomy  belonging  to  the  head,  neck,  and  face. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

A  knowledge  of  physiology  is  essential  for  the  clear  understanding 
of  every  department  of  medical  science.  It  is  desirable  that  this 
knowledge  should  be  acquired  as  early  as  possible  in  the  student's 
career.  Accordingly,  special  attention  will  be  paid  to  this  subject  in 
the  first  half  of  the  session.      The  instruction  is  by  lecture  and  quiz. 

The  objects  of  the  lecture  are,  first,  to  so  elucidate  the  text-book 
that  the  beginner  will  be  able  to  read  it  with  intelligence  and  pleas- 
ure, and,  second,  by  frequent  repetition  to  so  impress  upon  the 
student's  mind  the  cardinal  principles  of  the  science  that  they  will 
probably  never  be  forgotten. 

The  objects  of  the  quiz  are  to  explain  what  may  have  been  mis- 
understood, to  emphasize  the  most  essential  truths,  and  to  command 
the  individual  attention  of  each  member  of  the  class. 

So  far  as  possible^  the  whole  department  of  Physiology  will  in 
this  way  be  covered,  but  the  stress  will  be  laid  chiefly  on  the  sub- 
jects which  are  most  nearly  related  to  dental  science,  as,  for  instance, 
mastication,  deglutition,  digestion,  and  the  cranial  nerves. 
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CHEMISTRY  AND  METALLURGY. 

The  course  in  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy  is  made  as  practical  as 
possible.  Chemistry  is  studied  from  the  standpoint  of  the  periodic 
system,  which  allows  of  large  generalization  and  simplifies  the  theo- 
ries that  underlie  the  science,  thus  enabling  the  student  to  grasp 
and  master  one  of  the  most  difficult  branches  in  the  curriculum. 

Metallurgy  is  made  useful  as  well  as  interesting  by  a  thorough 
drill  in  the  properties  of  the  different  metals,  alloys,  and  amalgams. 
The  metals  are  studied  very  thoroughly  ;  then  their  combinations  are 
taken  up,  and  the  physical  properties  of  the  alloys  and  the  changes 
in  those  properties  arising  from  different  proportions  of  the  con- 
stituent metals  are  scientifically  explained.  The  amalgams  are 
studied  very  carefully,  and  the  students  are  made  to  learn  the  quali- 
ties of  the  different  amalgams,  and  also  to  form  their  own  ideas  as 
to  the  merits  of  any  new  amalgams  that  may  be  exploited. 

The  work  in  the  laboratory  is  designed  to  apply  practically  the 
principles  enunciated  in  the  didactic  course.  Special  attention  will 
be  paid  to  the  blowpipe  reactions  of  the  various  metals  and  to  the 
manufacture  of  various  solders,  alloys,  and  amalgams.  Chemical 
analysis  of  the  teeth,  saliva,  and  urine  will  also  be  explained,  and  a 
sufficient  time  given  to  learn  the  simpler  tests. 

The  laboratory  has  been  especially  fitted  up  for  the  most  practi- 
cal work,  and  every  energy  will  be  concentrated  upon  the  thorough 
instruction  and  preparation  of  the  student. 

OPERATIVE  DENTISTRY,  DENTAL  PATHOLOGY, 
AND  EMBRYOLOGY. 

These  branches,  of  such  paramount  interest  to  the  student,  since 
they  bear  so  directly  upon  his  preparation  for  the  future  practice  of 
his  chosen  profession,  are  carefully  and  systematically  taught. 

The  course  will  begin  with  a  study  of  the  structure  of  the  teeth 
and  the  causes  which  lead  to  their  destruction  through  the  agency  of 
caries  or  other  diseases.  The  successful  treatment  of  caries  by  the 
method  of  excavation  of  carious  matter  and  filling  the  resultant 
cavity  will  naturally  comprise  a  large  part  of  the  course.  In  the 
teaching  of  the  preparation  of  cavities,  a  complete  set  of  enlarged 
models  of  teeth  is  used,  in  which  are  carved  accurately  every  variety 
of  cavity  to  be  met  with  in  the  natural  teeth,  showing  the  ideal  for- 
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mation  of  cavities,  with  the  methods  of  gaining  retention  and  the 
proper  shaping  of  the  marginal  walls,  so  clearly  that  every  student 
can  readily  see  these  points  from  every  part  of  the  lecture  room. 
These  models  are  afterward  used  to  illustrate  the  methods  of  filling 
cavities  with  gold,  both  cohesive  and  non-cohesive,  tin,  amalgam,  and 
other  plastics.  A  full  description  of  the  instruments  employed  in 
excavating  and  filling  and  in  other  operations  upon  the  teeth  is 
given,  and  the  instrument  and  cavity  nomenclatures  are  fully  ex- 
plained. Also  the  nature  and  physical  properties  of  filling  materials 
and  the  indications  for  the  use  of  each  are  fully  expounded.  The 
methods  of  treating  hyper-sensitive  dentine  by  means  of  obtundents 
and  by  anassthesia  induced  by  cataphoresis  will  be  dealt  with  fully. 

The  diseases  of  the  dental  pulp,  the  methods  of  treatment  for 
its  conservation,  the  methods  employed  for  its  devitalization  and 
removal,  the  treating  and  filling  of  root  canals,  the  treatment  of 
alveolar  abscess  and  pyorrhoea  alveolaris,  with  a  full  description  of 
the  remedies  employed,  are  all  fully  and  accurately  taught  from 
this  chair. 

The  system  of  teaching  this  branch  of  dental  surgery  is  so 
arranged  that  the  practical  operations  in  the  infirmary  are  conducted 
under  the  corps  of  demonstrators  on  exactly  the  same  lines  as  taught 
didactically  from  the  rostrum,  serving  to  illustrate  the  lectures  per- 
fectly, which  system,  together  with  the  course  in  operative  technics, 
serves  to  train  the  student  to  a  high  degree  of  skill  in  this  branch  of 
his  work. 

As  far  as  possible  lectures  on  embryology  will  be  illustrated  on 
the  blackboard,  chalk-talks,  and  lectures  will  be  given  with  the 
aid  of  stereopticon  views,  which  will  be  fully  explained.  By  this 
means  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  embryonic  growth  of  dental 
tissues  and  their  minute  anatomy  may  be  obtained. 

Preparation  of  cavities  and  filling  are  more  intimately  taught  by 
weekly  clinics  by  the  Professor  of  Operative  Dentistry. 

For  this  purpose  the  classes  are  divided  into  sections  of  ten  or 
twelve.  The  clinics  are  given  in  a  special  room  set  apart  for  the 
purpose,  and  provided  with  all  conveniences  for  illustration  of  an 
office  practice.  The  small  number  of  students  present  at  each 
clinic  gives  unequaled  opportunity  for  each  one  to  witness  the  entire 
operation,  and  to  observe  every  detail. 
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PROSTHETIC  DENTISTRY,  CROWN  AND  BRIDGE 

WORK. 

In  this  department  students  will  be  taught  the  construction  of 
the  various  substitutes  for  lost  dental  organs,  instruction  being 
given  in  all  approved  methods.  Special  reference  will  be  given  to 
the  principles  involved  in  the  restoration  of  the  functions  of  the 
teeth,  viz.,  mastication,  enunciation,  expression  of  the  features,  etc. 
Swaged  and  cast  metal,  continuous  gum,  gold  and  porcelain  crown 
and  bridge  work  will  be  given  special  attention. 

A  special  laboratory  equipped  in  every  detail  has  been  arranged 
for  advanced  work.  Special  care  is  taken  to  develop  in  the  student 
of  Prosthetic  Dentistry  an  artistic  and  aesthetic  culture  to  aid  him 
in  the  proper  selection  and  arrangement  of  artificial  teeth.  Realizing 
the  importance  of  a  thorough  practical  training,  special  endeavor  is 
made  to  make  this  course  complete  in  every  detail,  thus  giving  the 
student  ample  opportunities  and  facilities  for  familiarizing  himself 
with  the  underlying  principles  of  modern  Dental  Prosthesis. 
Weekly  demonstrations  are  given  by  the  professors  of  this  depart- 
ment showing  the  application  of  principles. 

PROSTHETIC  TECHNICS. 

The  prescribed  course  in  Prosthetic  Technics  extends  through 
the  Freshman  and  Junior  years,  and  covers  thorough  theoretical 
training  in  the  Technics  of  Dental  Prosthesis.  It  embraces  in  de- 
tail the  experimental  construction  of  all  the  various  forms  of  arti- 
ficial dentures  and  appliances  now  in  use,  including  the  taking  of  the 
impressions  and  manipulation  of  the  different  materials  used  for  the 
same ;  the  arrangement  of  teeth  and  construction  of  dentures  on 
bases  of  platinum,  gold,  cast  and  swaged  aluminum,  fusible  alloy, 
and  rubber ;  crown  and  bridge  work  of  every  approved  method  in 
both  metal  and  porcelain ;  metallurgy,  the  art  of  soldering,  charac- 
teristics of  the  various  metals,  the  compounding  of  solders,  fluxes, 
alloys,  etc. 

A  thorough  training  in  Orthodontia  Technics  will  be  given  in  this 
department. 
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OPERATIVE  TECHNICS,  DENTAL  AND  COM- 
PARATIVE DENTAL  ANATOMY. 

The  virtues  and  great  value  of  a  preparatory  course  for  that 
skillful  training  of  the  eye  and  hand  necessary  for  the  dentist  has 
been  fully  realized,  and  a  thoroughly  systematized  course  arranged 
which  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  practical  knowledge  of  the 
tissue  upon  which  he  is  to  afterwards  operate. 

This  consists  of  a  study  of  the  external  tooth  forms  by  repro- 
ducing same  in  ivory ;  macroscopic  anatomy ;  instrumentation,  in- 
cluding the  making  of  instruments  and  manner  of  tempering  steel ; 
preparation  of  classified  cavities  ;  manipulation  of  instruments  in 
preparation  of  cavities,  including  grasps,  rests,  direction  and  control 
of  force ;  sharpening  instruments ;  treatment  of  putrefaction  of 
pulps ;  cleaning  of  root  canals  and  their  filling ;  a  study  of  the 
various  cements  and  amalgams,  their  composition,  qualities,  and 
manipulation ;  a  study  of  the  physical  qualities  of  gold  as  a  filling 
material,  of  its  manipulation  in  the  non-cohesive  and  cohesive  state, 
and  of  its  welding  property  and  the  condition  of  that  property's 
development  and  maintenance ;  practice  in  filling,  with  after-tests  for 
leakage,  etc.;  filling  materials,  their  preparation  and  manipulation. 

By  this  means  the  sincere  student  will  become  thoroughly  familiar 
with  steps  pertaining  to  operative  procedures  on  the  vital  organs 
about  the  oral  cavity,  and,  when  finally  admitted  to  the  infirmary,  he 
is  prepared  to  undertake  the  treatment  of  such  cases  as  come  under 
his  care. 

The  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  dental  organs  can 
not  be  over-estimated  from  a  dentist's  point  of  view.  A  thorough 
course  of  lectures  is  given  each  term  to  the  freshman  and  junior 
students  on  Dental  Anatomy,  being  taught  from  large  models,  thus 
giving  every  advantage  possible  in  the  study  of  such  intricate  devel- 
opments as  are  found  on  the  teeth. 

In  this  course  is  embraced  not  only  the  anatomy  of  the  human 
teeth  but  their  homologies  as  well.  The  general  subject  of  denti- 
tion in  all  the  orders  of  animals  will  be  considered,  and  the  scientific 
as  well  as  the  practical  aspect  of   such  a  study  presented. 
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ORTHODONTIA. 

In  this  department  will  be  considered  the  various  principles 
involved  in  irregularities  of  the  teeth  ;  the  history,  the  etiology  and 
its  many  subdivisions ;  the  evils  resulting  from  irregularity ;  the 
advisability  of  correction ;  extraction  as  related  to  Orthodontia ; 
physiology  of  tooth-movement  and  character  of  tissues  involved ; 
dynamics  of  tooth-movement ;  methods  of  procedure  and  materials 
used  in  construction  of  appliances  and  their  application. 

The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  lantern,  charts,  models,  and 
blackboard  drawings.  Clinical  instruction  will  be  given  in  the 
infirmary,  where  each  student  is  required  to  make  regulating  appli- 
ances and  treat  practical  cases. 

MATERIA  MEDICA,  PHARMACOLOGY, 
AND  HYGIENE. 

Drugs  and  all  other  agents  of  reputed  value  in  the  management 
of  disease  are  embodied  in  this  course. 

The  principles  of  Pharmacology  receive  special  attention.  The 
art  of  preparing  medicines,  with  their  properties,  characteristics, 
applications,  and  active  principles,  and  their  combinations  and  incom- 
patibilities, their  poisonous  effects  and  the  antidotes  to  be  used  are 
duly  studied.  Hygiene,  the  department  of  medical  science  which 
treats  of  the  preservation  of  health,  of  the  system  and  principal 
rules  designed  for  the  promotion  thereof,  receives  the  attention 
which  its  importance  demands.  It  is  essential  that  the  dental  stu- 
dent should  be  familiar  with  the  general  laws  of  health  so.  as  to 
appreciate  the  importance  of  general  sanitary  conditions  as  well  as 
those  he  must  especially  institute  in  his  every-day  practice. 


DENTAL  MATERIA  MEDICA  AND 
THERAPEUTICS. 

This  course  will  be  made  as  thoroughly  practical  as  possible,  and 
will  embrace  only  those  medicines  that  are  applicable  to  the  oral 
cavity,  noting  their  effect  on  healthy  and  diseased  tissue. 

A  series  of  tests  for  the  antiseptic  properties  of  drugs  will  be 
made  upon  growing  micro-organisms  before  the  class. 
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SURGERY. 

This  very  important  department  not  only  embraces  the  general 
principles  which  underlie  the  science  of  surgery,  but  very  especially 
deals  with  that  part  of  the  work  which  pertains  to  the  oral  cavity. 
The  subject  is  taught  by  a  system  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures, 
supplemented  by  operations  and  treatment  of  cases  pertaining  to 
dentistry  before  the  class,  and  in  this  way  the  student  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  witnessing  these  important  cases.  The  more  heroic  and 
severe  operations  will  be  performed  in  the  clinical  amphitheater, 
where  all  facilities  in  the  after-treatment  of  such  cases  will  be  avail- 
able. Students  of  the  senior  year  will  be  called  upon  to  assist  in 
the  treatment  of  such  cases. 

During  the  year  some  of  the  most  important  operations  are  per- 
formed, such  as  extirpation  of  the  jaws,  removal  of  various  forms  of 
tumors,  operations  for  necrosis  of  the  jaw,  cleft  palate,  etc. 

ANAESTHETICS. 

A  course  of  didactic  lectures  and  clinical  demonstrations  will  be 
given  throughout  the  entire  term  on  all  subjects  embraced  under  this 
head. 

Special  attention  will  be  paid  to  diseases  of  the  gums  and  asso- 
ciate parts,  extraction  of  teeth,  and  the  administration  of  anaesthet- 
ics, both  local  and  general. 

This  course  will  be  made  as  thoroughly  practical  as  possible. 

HISTOLOGY,  BACTERIOLOGY,  AND 
PATHOLOGY. 

Laboratories  fitted  with  all  the  latest  appliances  are  provided  in 
the  new  building.  Appreciating  the  need  of  thorough  scientific  work 
in  the  departments  of  Histology,  Bacteriology,  and  Pathology,  the 
course  will  be  divided  as  follows  :  First  year,  Histology ;  second 
year,  Bacteriology  ;  third  year,  Pathology.  Such  an  arrangement 
will  make  the  work  easier  for  the  student  and  will  avoid  the  con- 
fusion that  arises  when  Histology  and  Pathology  are  taught  together, 
and  this  division  of  the  courses  will  make  the  work  more  simple  and 
more  thorough.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  the  use  of  the  micro- 
scope and  in  the  methods  of  preparing,  staining,  and  mounting  all 
kinds  of  normal  and  pathological  tissues  and  bacteria.  In  addition 
to  the  practical  laboratory  work,  a  course  of  lectures  will  be  deliv- 
ered by  the  professors  of  these  departments.

PHYSICS  AND  PORCELAIN  DENTAL  ART. 

The  work  in  Physics  consists  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  in 
elementary  physics,  dealing  in  a  practical  way  with  the  principles  of 
mechanics,  heat,  light,  and  electricity  especially  employed  in  dental 
processes. 

The  subject  of  porcelain  dental  art,  which  now  holds  the  atten- 
tion of  the  dental  profession,  will  receive  the  consideration  which  its 
importance  demands.  The  course  in  this  department  will  be  both 
didactic  and  practical.  The  principles  involved  in  the  manufacture 
of  material  and  its  manipulation  will  be  given  from  the  platform, 
and  the  practical  application  of  material  will  be  made  in  the  porce- 
lain room.  Mention  of  the  porcelain  room  was  made  in  the 
description  of  the  building,  and  it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that  every 
facility  will  be  furnished  for  this  work. 

APPLIED  ELECTRICITY. 

The  recent  years  have  brought  an  advancement  in  the  practica- 
bility and  utility  of  electro-dental  appliances,  which  makes  their  use 
to  the  modern  dentist  not  only  a  convenience  but  an  absolute  neces- 
sity. Not  only  does  electricity  increase  the  rapidity  of  most  all 
dental  operations,  thereby  saving  strain  to  the  dentist  and  patient 
alike,  but  it  also,  in  its  various  applications,  improves  the  quality  of 
dental  work  to  an  extent  which  can  not  be  overlooked. 

The  faculty  of  the  Louisville  College  of  Dentistry,  realizing  the 
present  uses  and  future  possibilities  of  electricity  applied  to  dentistry, 
has  decided  to  offer  to  its  students  a  series  of  lectures  consisting  of 
such  fundamental  instructions  as  will  tend  to  enable  the  intelligent 
use  and  maintenance  of  electro- dental  appliances,  including  X-ray 
machinery,  as  found  in  the  modern  dental  office.  These  lectures  will 
be  given  by  a  competent  electrical  engineer,  and  will  be  of  such  pop- 
ular character  as  to  exclude  the  necessity  of  preliminary  knowledge 
on  the  subject. 

The  college  will  be  equipped  with  all  necessary  apparatus  to 
demonstrate  each  appliance  in  actual  use. 

DENTAL  HISTORY,  PRACTICE,  AND  ETHICS. 

The  student  can  not  fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  his  profes- 
sion without  a  knowledge  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  art 
of  dentistry,  and  to  this  end  considerable  attention  will  be  given  to 
Dental  History.

It  is  desired  that  the  dentist  realize  his  profession  to  be  one  that 
stands  near  the  top  of  the  scale,  and  he  can  not  fail  to  do  this  when 
he  learns  of  the  difficulties  overcome  and  the  work  accomplished  by 
his  predecessors. 

The  course  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  has  been  so  mapped  out 
as  to  embody  the  more  common  diseases  which  are  daily  met  with 
by  the  practitioner.  The  importance  of  diagnosis  is  carefully  con- 
sidered. 

The  question  of  Ethics  is  very  clearly  and  forcibly  dealt  with. 
It  is  extremely  important  that  the  dental  practitioner  should  under- 
stand the  principles  involved  in  his  relationship  with  his  patients  as 
well  as  between  himself  and  those  of  his  profession. 

The  three  subjects  just  enumerated  form  a  new  and  a  very  impor- 
tant part  in  dental  education.  They  will  be  treated  in  a  manner 
that  will  be  sure  to  be  instructive. 

DENTAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 

A  knowledge  of  the  legal  rights  and  duties  arising  in  the  practice 
of  dentistry  and  the  legal  liabilities  incurred  by  a  violation  of  the  lat- 
ter, forms  an  important  part  of  a  course  in  dentistry.  Briefly  out- 
lined, the  subject  will  include  a  discussion  of  the  nature  of  legal 
rights  and  duties  in  general,  of  the  rights  of  dentists  and  their  rem- 
edies, of  the  duties  imposed  in  practice  and  the  civil  and  criminal 
liabilities  incurred  in  violating  them  ;  of  laws  regulating  the  practice 
of  dentistry,  and  of  general  principles  in  case  of  expert  testimony. 
The  course  will  be  taught  by  lecture,  illustrated  by  decided  cases 
where  applicable. 

CLINICS. 

Owing  to  the  generous  policy  of  the  faculty  in  offering  to  a 
large  population  dental  services  as  nearly  free  of  cost  as  the  valuable 
materials  employed  will  allow,  there  is  constantly  an  overflow  of 
material  from  which  the  student  may  obtain  experience  in  all  opera- 
tions he  may  meet  in  after-practice.  In  addition  to  the  demonstra- 
tions and  clinics  given  by  the  regular  corps  of  demonstrators,  each 
member  of  the  faculty  will  devote  at  least  one  day  each  week  to  the 
infirmary,  illustrating  the  principles  and  theories  as  given  in  lectures 
from  the  rostrum.  Other  members  of  the  profession,  noted  for  their 
skill,  will  from  time  to  time  give  clinics  in  their  methods  of  practice, 
thus  giving  broad  and  eclectic  instructions. 
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Students  of  the  Junior  Class  are  admitted  to  the  infirmary  as  soon 
as  they  have  satisfactorily  completed  their  junior  technic  require- 
ments. The  Freshman  Class  is  given  infirmary  practice  the  last 
three  or  four  weeks  of  the  term,  thus  giving  opportunity  to  put  into 
practice  the  teaching  of  their  operative  technic  drill. 

During  the  last  term  of  the  school  the  clinical  attendance  was 
excellent,  and  arrangements  are  such  for  the  coming  season  that  the 
clinical  facilities  will  be  more  than  double  that  of  last  year.  The 
clinical  instruction  forms  an  important  part  in  dental  education,  and 
persons  contemplating  the  study  of  dentistry  should  have  that  in 
view  when  selecting  a  school.  The  clinical  facilities  offered  by  the 
Louisville  College  of  Dentistry  are  superior  to  those  of  any  other 
school. 

Clinics  are  held  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  and  six  hours  each  day 
are  given  over  absolutely  to  clinical  work. 

The  infirmary  is  kept  open  between  the  regular  sessions,  in 
charge  of  competent  demonstrators,  thus  affording  valuable  practice 
and  experience  to  undergraduates,  many  of  whom  remain  each  year 
to  take  advantage  of  the  excellent  opportunity  offered. 

It  is  advisable  to  matriculate  at  once,  thereby  getting  full  benefit 
of  these  opportunities. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Extracts  from  Code  of  Rules  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental 
Faculties : 

"The  minimum  preliminary  educational  requirement  of  colleges 
of  this  Association  shall  be  a  certificate  of  entrance  into  the  second 
year  of  a  high  school,  or  its  equivalent,  the  preliminary  examination 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  any  State  or  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction." 

« *  No  member  of  this  Association  shall  give  credit  for  a  full 
course  to  students  admitted  later  than  ten  days  after  the  opening 
day  of  the  session,  as  published  in  the  announcement." 

<<  In  case  one  is  prevented  by  sickness,  properly  certified  to  by  a 
reputable  practicing  physician,  from  complying  with  the  foregoing 
rule,  the  time  of  admission  shall  not  be  later  than  twenty  days  from 
the  opening  day." 

■ «  That  students  in  attendance  at  colleges  of  this  Association,  to 
obtain  credit  for  a  full  term,  must  be  and  remain  in  attendance  until 
the  close  of  the  session." 
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Candidates  for  matriculation  who  hold  no  diploma  or  certificate 
will  be  required  to  stand  an  examination. 

Before  submitting  to  an  examination  and  before  other  credentials 
will  be  considered,  the  candidate  must  pay  to  the  Dean  the  ma- 
triculation and  lecture  fees  in  full.  In  case  of  rejection,  the  money 
so  paid,  except  the  matriculation  fee,  will  be  refunded  without  delay. 

The  candidate  will  be  required  to  submit  to  the  Dean  of  the 
college  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  at  home. 

Matriculation  at  an  early  date  is  desirable  in  order  to  secure  choice 
seats  in  the  two  amphitheaters.  The  students  are  expected  to  occupy 
the  seats  assigned  to  them  throughout  the  term. 

Students  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  on  equal  terms,  and  are 
afforded  the  same  facilities  for  acquiring  a  thorough  dental  edu- 
cation. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  are  required  of  all  the  students  at  the  close  of  each 
session  on  all  the  studies  of  the  curriculum.  Freshman  and  junior 
students  who  fail  to  pass  these  intermediate  examinations  have  the 
privilege  of  standing  a  second  examination  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  term  of  school.  Final  examinations  are  to  be  conducted  in 
writing,  and  are  upon  all  subjects  taught  during  the  course. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  college,  being  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Dental  Faculties,  demands  the  candidate  to  be  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  to  have  devoted  three  years  to  the  study  of  dentistry,  including 
his  college  courses,  and  to  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures 
in  separate  years,  in  which  he  shall  have  entered  college  not  later 
than  the  tenth  day  after  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  in  this  institution  ;  to  have  taken  two  courses 
of  dissection  ;  to  possess  an  acceptable  moral  character,  including 
good  deportment  while  a  student ;  to  have  deposited  in  the  college 
museum  a  creditable  specimen  of  prosthesis,  made  in  the  college 
laboratory,  and  to  have  performed  in  the  infirmary  such  operations 
as  may  have  been  required  of  him,  and  finally  to  pass  a  satisfactory 
written  examination  on  all  obligatory  branches. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year  a  student,  having  fulfilled  all  the 
above  requirements,  receives  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Sur- 
gery.

Before  entering  the  chemical  laboratory  each  student  is  re- 
quired to  make  a  deposit  of  I? 5.00  to  cover  chemicals  used,  breakage, 
expenses,  and  special  printed  directions  furnished  each  student.  It 
has  been  found  by  experience  that  the  above  deposit  covers  the  aver- 
age expenses  of  the  students  throughout  the  year ;  so  little,  if  any,  of 
this  is  returnable.      If,  however,  the  student  exceeds  the  deposit,  he 
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will  be  expected  to  pay  the  excess  at  the  end  of  the  course.  A 
small  expense  fee  will  also  be  charged  for  Histology,  Bacteriology, 
and  Pathology  laboratories.  The  tuition  fee  of  #100.00  each  year 
is  on  condition  that  it  is  paid  before  December  1st.  If  paid  on  or 
after  December  1st,  the  fee  will  be  $  105. 00  for  the  year.  If  a 
division  of  payments  is  desired,  $55.00  are  to  be  paid  before 
December  1st,  and  $50  before  February  1st.
